Crop Report No. 5 


In the Prairie Pre Provinces, gener- 
ally favourable growing weather 
has prevailed during the past week, 
and crops continue to. make good 
progress. With the exception of the 
east-central and southeastern dis-. 
tricts of Alberta and the extreme 
souhtwestern and west-central dis- 
tricts of Saskatchewan, where mois 
ture has been inadequate, crop con- 
ditions are generally promising. 
Weeds are prevalent in some dis- 
tricts and saw-fly infestation is re- 
ported in southern and central 
Saskatchewan. There have been 
scattered hail losses and some dam- 
age from flooding. Pasturage is 
good in most.of Manitoba and Sask 
atchewan and fair to good in Al- 
berta, In the Province of Quebec, 
lack of rain has adversely affected 
the progress of crops generally. The 
harvesting of a below-average hay 
crop is under way. Much pasturage 
is in only fair to poor condition.. 
Potatoes and. other roots. are in 
good.condition but growth in some 
regions has been slow, Corn is pro- 
gressing favourably and the yield 
of peas is average. The strawberry 
crop has been light owing to early 
damage by frosts; otler small fruits 
promise well. Additional moisture 
is urgently required, 

Light to heavy general rains have 
been experienced in Alberta, Con- 
ditions are favourable in the cen- 
tral and northern districts, where 
warm weather is now required. 
Rains were too late to effect much 
improvement in the east-central 
and southeastern’ areas, . where 
growth is uneven and prospects be- 
low. average. Hail damage is light. 

Saskatchewan . Crop conditions 
generally are favourable but rains 
are required.soon in some districts 
to maintain prospects. Scattered 
hail losses have occurred and saw- 
fly infestation is reported. Harvest- 
ing of a good hay crop has com- 
menced. 

-Manitoba:. Grop prospects con- 
tinue favourable. Growth is heavy 
and even and early-sown grains 
are heading out well. Moisture re- 
serves are ample for the present. 
Some damage from flooding is re- 
ported and weeds are prevalent in 
some districts. Harvesting of a 
Satisfactory hay crop has commen- 
ced. Sugar beets have suffered ex- 
cessive moisture.

Addressing an open-air rally of 
1200 people at Wainwright on Sat- 
urday night, M. J. Coldwell, nation- 
al leader of the C.C.F., deplored the 
trend towards isolationism which 
has been manifest for some time in 
Quebec and of which there is evi- 
dence in the political and economic 
doctrines of the Social Credit party 
in Alberta.

The whole countryside buzzes 
with troops. Americans lurk in 
copses and woods; machine guns 
poke their noses through hedges’ 
and trucks nestle under the beech 
trees; but wlien they move on they

—except for a few potholes in the 
roads and lanes. I’ve seen two or 
three peacétime picnic parties 
make ‘much more mess, and that’s 
the truth. Till quite recently, too, 
one could hear ploughing going on 
till far into the night. 

The countryside is a busy place 
nowadays, I assure you. And always 
the roar of planes ‘and bombers, A 
friend tells me that, early in the 
week, he was on the other side of 
England where he saw. airborne 
troops going through their drill 
It was all wonderfully smooth and 
efficient, he says, In-his own words 
‘There’s something about those 
men: a sort of swing and rhythm. 
They seem so sure of themselves, 
as if everything were effortless. 
It’s wonderful. I was tremendously 
impressed.” He is an eldefly man, 
widely traveled and clever. If they 
impressed him, then they were 
good. He told me too about ‘ the 
dropping of stores: little bundles 
drifting down with the sun shining 
through thé various colored para- 
chutes.

The watch-repair question, also, 
has become still more acute. Now- 
adays I have to depend upon one 
halting clock, for the last of 
three watches is giving up the un- 
equal fight. You have no idea of 
the awkwardness of all this, with 
no prospect of getting anything 
mended under six months--if at 
all. The strange part of it is that, 
years ago, watches and clocks kept 
on for years and years, I am sure, 
without giving one any trouble. I 
never remember having all this fuss 
I suppose one will soon have’ to 
give up all idea of making appoint- 
ments or being in time for any- 
thing, out here in-the country, It's 
a ridiculous ‘situation. In order to 
buy an alarm clock one must have 
a permit now, showing that one is 
a worker who is obliged to get up 
before five in the morning. No; 
you can’t just pop into a store and 
get what you think you want! Time 
I have no doubt, still marches on; 
but I, for one, can’t keep pace with 
it any more.

TARIFF CUTS WILL 
BENEFIT AGRICULTURISTS 
OTTAWA — Federal authorities 
have ruled that full reduction of 
prices due to complete removal of 
import tariffs from farm machin- 
ery and implements, must be. pas- 
sed on to the farmers who buy them 
This action follows the most sweep 
ing reduction on agricultural equip 
ment since the National Policy was 
originated by the Macdonald gov- 
ernment in the last century. Prac- 
tically ‘all agricultural implements | 
and machines were placed on the 
free list by the Isley 1944 budget, 
a goal at which farmers’ organiza- 
tion have betn aiming for many | 
years, In addition, the 10 per cent 
war exchange tax on farm imple- 
ments has been taken off, Késulting 
over-all tariff cuts run from 17% 
to 35 per cent. 


COST OF IMPLEMENTS 
W/LL BE LOWERED 

The government has made it 
plain that farm machinery and im- 
plements are to remain on the free 
list, so that ultimately there will be | 
substantial lowering of prices. Just, 
now the main equipment available | 
for import from the United States | 
are tractors but as war require- 
ments for metal and labor decrease, 
most equipment used on the farm 
will be buyable from the United 
States as well as from. Canadian 
factories. 

Prices will. remain at ‘current 
levels until dealers dispose of 
stocks bought before the budget 
and upon which they had to pay 
duty and war exchange tax.’ Re- 
moval of ‘the tariff from farm 
equipment follows government 
moves to put a floor under agricul- 
tural prices and wide provisions 
for cheaper and easier farm credits

SEEDING HAY CROPS IN FALL 
For many yéars farmers on’ the 
Prairies were unsuccessful in’ at- 
tempts at regrassing, but, by imitat 
ing nature, a solution has been 
found and has proved efficient for 
more- than ten years. Hay crops 
‘usually start dropping their seed in 
late summer and this process goes 
on till early winter and even later. 

Seeding of grasses may be started 
when the summer heat is on the 
wane, which is toward the end of 
August or early September, points 
out G. D. Mattews, Superintendént 


of the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Scott, Sask, This date is 
more successful if penetrating 


rains are received. Such plants be- 
céme well-established before win- 
ter and avoid much of the possible 
insect damage. Seedings made. in 
the latter part of September or 
early October often have fine hair- 
like. growth appear before winter 
but, without feeding roots establish 
ed, they have quite a struggle. the 
next spring with sometimes many 
plants not surviving. Seedings 
made in the latter part of October 
invariably do not germinate antil 
early spring and frequently emerge 
before seeding can be started. Early 
or late fall. has given better im- 


mediate results than mid-fall sow- |, 


ings for the 


prairies. 


seeding grass on 


Fall seeding requires some cover 
on the surface soil-in the form. of 
annual weeds or stubble. Depth is 
best defined as merely enough to 
cover the seed. Seeding on fallow 
has too often resulted in loss of 
plants by the action of the wind. 
The great disadvantage is weeds 
present during the first year and 
fall seeding of grasses is best adapt 
ed for extensive areas in the drier 
parts of the prairies. 

These results.apply best to crest- 
ed wheat and reasonably satisfact- 
ory with brome However, 
peculiar fall seed- 
ing is with 


grass. 
as it may seem, 


not so. satisfactory 


toward legumes, It cannot be recommend- 


ed for sweet clover as results from 
spring seedings have been much 


better. With alfalfa; early fall seed- |

Production of grain in South 
Africa this year is. reported to be 
disappointing, and imports are pro 
bable .- Despite favourable growing 
weather, it is expected that Euro- 
pean crops will reflect the stort- 
age of fertilizers -- Unfavourable 
weather conditions are expected to 
limit Australian wheat acreage to a 
lower figure than the goal set.

SAFE MILK AND WATER 


—_—_—- 


“Again summer is updn us and 
once more it becomes necessary to 


call attention to the importance of 


safe milk and water,” the magazine 
Health, organ of the Health League 
of.Canada, says editorially in its 
current issue. 


“Everyone in Canada should 
know that milk which is not pas- 
teurized is never completely safe. 
Those on vacation especially should 
realize that milk and water may be 


‘a source of disease, It is unneces- 


sary to call attention to the types 
of disease which may be caused by 
raw milk or contaminated water, 
It is sufficient to-know that disease 
may be carried by milk or water 
and to act accordingly. 


“For those vacationing itn parts 
of Canada-where milk is not pas- 
teurized, there is a simple method 
of home -pasteurization whtch pro- 
perly used is as effective in making 
milk safe as any more elaborate 
procedure, All that is hecessary is 
to heat the milk to 145° Fahrenheit 
in a double boiler, hold it at this 
temperature for half an hour, and 
rapidly chill it.
